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SOCIAL STRATA OF LONDON.

The social stratification of London stroets
(anys Belgravia), s seen to the best advan-
tage in the course of & walk from, say, Far-
wingdon street to Hyde Park Corner. ln the
vourse of this walk you meet with thirty or
forty distinet typek of wen, who may be
broadly taken as belonging Lo the same social
olads, but who possess, nevertheless, indi-
vidualities which m skilled observer will have
very little difficully in detecting.

OLD BAILEY WUTKBSSKS,

If we start westwand from St, Panl’s Churoh-
yard, thefirst nportant type that we meot
with is The Old Bailey witness., And it is
ourious to obwerve how wonderfully alike these
Old Bailoy witnesases are, considering that
they are not brought together by any process
of selection. They are merely a “fortuitous
SUNOpEE ATRIOR,  DISUEHA Rth sooiant by
totally distinol chaing of circuwmstance. They
have, probably, no concern in common, save
the desire to provure the conviotion or ac-
quittal of the prisoners In whom they are
respootively iuterested; but they seem to he
drawn from precisely the same olass of society,
and to be, moreover, on intimale terms witl
each other. They all lopk as if thay haid been
waiting about the corner of Ludgate Hill and
the Okt Bailey for months |past, and had had
no opportunity of usttending to their toilets
durivg the time. They all look mildewy
awl unwholesome; and they wear, for the
most part, the same look of painful preo-
cupation.

Who are these #oeilly, gin-flavored, red.
nosed, koowiug-looking fellows, who hang
sbiout the corner, common to Bridpe strest
and Fleet street? Thay acoupy the whole
breadth of the footway, and so drive respuct-
able passersby into the muddy roadway.
They are betting-men, and they are busy wilh
their books on the principal forthcoming
“evengs.” A curions fenture of these gentry
is, that their toflet i= spruce, and, 1o a certain
extent, meat, though decidedly flashy, as re-
ards the npper part of their persons; but the
ower you go down, the seviier they get.
Their hats are old, but they are glossy, uot-
withstanding—glossy  with the gloss they
derive from the application of wet sponges;
their collars are olten clean, and their neok-
sonrfs are arranged with an elalorate proci-
sion which you would look fordn vaid among
membors of recognized professions; you will
find them seoured with a thick gold pin, and
this thick gold pin will Le stuek, with mathe-
mationl precigion, right into their exact cen-
tros. But after this comes a falllng off. The
coat, which once was Llue or green, 15 a
rusty brown, except in those parts which are
lmrtiaily protected from atraospheric and other
influences by the collar, pocket-flaps, and arms,
and from which you may obtain a clue that
will guide you to the garmant's original color,
But, bud as are their coats, they are guite
raapectable when the trousers are taken into
consideration; and the trousers are evidently,
gshamed (and with reason) of their associa-
fion with the boots.

The interval bBetween Sonthampton sbrest
and the Adelphi may bo regarded as the peou-
linr property of dramatists, aobors, sssayists,
and suthors of every reputable class,  Three
or four well-known literary and thueatrical
olubs are within u few hundred yards of this
olngate wpot; and it will rarely happen that
you onn traverse the short distanes belween
Fouthampton stropt and the Adelphi, withont
mecting some one whose name, ot all events,
is, or shoold be familiar to you, if you pre-
tend to be at all au faie in literary or theatri
onl affairs, Thiy is particularly the cuse on a
Saturday afternoon. New pleess of import
ance are usually prodaced on Saturday nighta
now-a-days; aud the actors, dramnatists, and
oritice  who nare interested in the raesult,
ugually dine at one or othor of the clubs to
which | have alluded, befors they proceed to
the “business of the evening."'

VSRNIgR"' OLUB-MEN.

The fnterval between the Adelphi and Pall
Mall s, perbaps, less individuality than any
other portion of the route we hive chosen. W
will, it you plense; avoid the Haymarket and
mnke our wiay westward through Pall Mall.
After passing an unsavory collection of Jew
cigar-dealers, distingnishiod foreiguers, and
L'b"“ll’ little men about town, whioh infests the
Colonnade, we reach the eastern limit of Woes!
Lind lfe, Pall Mall is, as everybody knows,
the headynarters of London elabdom. The first
indication of this is to e found in the porsy,
wmottle-faced old warriors who are Lo be secn
going in and out of the “'Senior.’’ They do not
lounge on the steps of their club, these mottle-
faved old gentlomon, as do their younger breth-
renof the *'Rag.” Thoey goin and come out with
un air of doing it with a purpose; for the most
}mﬁ, their days of lounging and loafing about
mmdon are long past,  They have been bucks
of the livet water in their day; but their day
is gone by, and, though they are buoks still,
they are buoks with a smack rather of the
Regency than of the Vietoria era. They still
stick to the high collars, still satin stock, curly
hat, and tight straps of forty years ago; biit,
for all their aveuracy of dress and punctillo of
maonner, these old gontlemen, as a rule, are
vory jolly old genticmen indeed, when they
gt U ;'v'.lnq_ ‘l'l,.-}' have good stories to '.."".!

FARRISTERS AXD HAR-STULRETS.

Now we come under Temple intluenoces, The
ugly, cleverdooking wmen, with powerful
mouths and firm upper lips, why are dressed
caralessly enongh, but who look like gentle-
wen notwithstandiog, are barristers, aminent
at Westminster and Guildhall. It may be
taken = a tolerably safe rule that, the shab-
bier the barrister, the more he has to do.
There are certainly such things as dandy
Queen's Counsel, and nesdy men in their first
year to be fonnd; but these may be taken as
the exceptions which are said to prove svery
rule. The string of gentlemanly, well drezsad
